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SPRINGFIELD-BRANSON REGIONAL AIRPORT PROJECTS

Project Description/Comments

Land Acquisition Program - Acquire
approximately 840 acres adjacent to the
airport on the north, east and west sides.
This project is funded by the Federal
Aviation Trust Fund and Airport Retained
Earnings. Comments. Timing of land
purchases depends on tracts being

offered for sale and availability of funding.
Acquisition of 564 acres has been compl eted.

Terminal Arealmprovementsand
Intermodal Facility Construction - Dueto
growth in passengers and charter activity,
various improvements are being initiated to
expand the baggage claim area, reconfigure
the airport roadway, expand parking, install
new canopies and convert an existing hangar
into an intermodal ground transportation
facility. Thisproject isfunded by Airport
Retained Earnings, Passenger Facility Charges
and Department of Transportation Grants.
Comments: Construction began in mid-March,
2000. Facility was dedicated in August, 2001.
Final construction closeout pending.

Multiple User Flight Information Display
System (MUFIDS) - This project will provide
arrival and departure information via display
screens throughout the terminal buildings,
including the expanded baggage claim area
and intermodal facility when completed. This
project is funded from Passenger Facility
Charges. Comments: Phase | of this project
became operational in August, 2000. Phase
Il to extend into the intermodal facility is
expected to be complete in October, 2001.

Pr oj ect Description/Comments

Access Control System Replacement -
Complete renovation to Airport’s security
access system. Previous system was outdated
and not Y 2K-compliant. This project isfunded
by the Federal Aviation Trust Fund and Airport
Retained Earnings. Comments. Final extens
of the system into the intermodal facility are
expected to be completed October, 2001.

Construct General Aviation Hangar
Taxiways - Growth in the general aviation

area has created a demand to construct
additional taxiways to allow for future hangar
development. Retained Earnings and a grant
from the Missouri Department of Transportation
fund this project. Comments. Pavingissetto
begin shortly.

Runway Extension and Reconstruction -

The main north-south runway is experiencing
structural failure and will be reconstructed.

To accommodate current air carrier equipment
during reconstruction, the crosswind runway

will be extended from 5,600 to 8,000 feet. This
project also includes a second instrument
landing system (ILS) and anew airfield electrical

vault. Funding will be $30.3 million from a Federal

Aviation Administration letter of intent (LOI) to
award a multi-year grant, with the remaining $4.7
million from Airport revenues. Comments:
Thefirst phase of construction (Runway
Extension) is 66% complete. Contracts for
electrical vault and final engineering on
reconstruction have been awarded.

Complete Environmental Assessment for New
Midfield Terminal Facilities - One of thefirst
requirements to be met before proceeding with
the potential development of new midfield
terminal facilities will be to complete an environ-
mental assessment on the proposed site. 90%
Federal funding is anticipated with the remaining
match from Airport revenues. Comments: This
project is awaiting approval of Federal funding.

Develop New General Aviation Airport in
Ozark, MO - A new general aviation airport
will be developed at the current Airpark South
sitein Ozark, Missouri over the next 3-5 years
in order to meet demand and supplement the
Airport's existing GA operation. The Airport
has assumed a note from the City of Ozark

for the purchase of aninitial 80 acres for the
development. Acquisition of the existing
126-acre airport site from the owner is expected
in October, 2001 and negotiations are underway
for acquisition of another 45 acres needed for
the development. State funding of $9 million

is expected. Assumption of the note will be
considered toward the required Airport revenue
match. Comments. A master plan study and
environmental assessment have been completed
and approved by MoDOT. Contract is being
finalized for engineering services.
